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naj^The machinery of government works 
anything hut smoothly down South, as our 
attentive readers must he aware. They left 
this Government because of disagreement, 
as they affirmed, between the national and 
State institutions. They boasted loudly 
that I Hoy had discovered • letter mode, and 
put it in practice, although as to mere form 
the difference is small, except in its increas- 
ing the central power by two important ad- 
vances in its authority — first, in increasing 
the Presidential term to six years for four, 
and next in giving the Cabinet officers the 
right of debate on the floors of Congress. 
This came with a queer grace from those 
who proposed to restrain Federal authority. 

No matter about this. When the machine 
was built it was shiney, lacquered and gilt 
gingerbread. It was, in their estimation, 
as complete a piece of workmanship as ever 
was made. In the language of one of 
these statesmen (?) “it had all the good in 
the Federal Couatitution, with none of its 
imperfections." That is strong, but we fear 
their government is like Mr. Winkle. We 
have the authority of Dickens, in Pickwick 
for saying that, though Winkle dressed the 
character of the sportsman most elaborate- 
ly and to perfection, when he came into the 
field he was a complete failure. We find 
this perfect government is pretty much the 
same, or is like the famous gun in Hudibras, 
that, 

“Aimed at .uip: . duck, or pfover, 

(mm wide the murk, and k>« k- (lie holder over." 

It will be remembered that early in the 
contest Governor Brown, of Georgia, 
plumply accused the Confederate Govern- 
ment with stealing arms from that State. 
He sought redress, but never obtained it. 

Not long since Arkansas gave the Con- 
feds to understand that she would estab- 
liah a government or confederacy of her 
own on the west bank of the Mississippi if 
Jeff. Davis & Co. didn t come up to the mark. 
She meant, we suppose, to whip both the 
Union and rebel forces— quite as wise a 
move as the original secession. Virginia < 
is in a wrangle about her quota and her 
arms. 

Georgia, iu common with almost all the 
States, has protested against the conscrip- 1 
tion. A rich controversy has grown out 
of it, and w e can conclude that the “sick 
child whom Jeff. Davis is said to have left i 
Richmond to attend on, ia Governor Brown. 
The President has prescribed for the Gov- 
ernor in a letter which reminds us of the 
indefatigable Wise, of letter- writing dis- 
tinction. Jeff, argues the constitution- 1 
ality of the act and stumbles upon some 
truths that are all the more spicy for their 
origin. He says: 

The main, if not only purpose for which 
independent States form Unions or Con- 
federations, is to complete the power of the I 
several members in such manner as to form 
one united force in all relations with for- 
eign powers, whether in peace or war. 
Each State, amply competent to administer 
and control its own domestic Government, 
yet too feeble to successfully meet powerful 
nations, seeks safety by uniting with other 
Slates in like condition, and by delegating 
to some common agent the combined 
strength of all in order to secure advan- 
tageous commercial relations in peace, and 
to carry on hostilities with effect in war. 

Beautiful! Sweet are the uses of adver- 
sity! Jeff doesn t add the benefits accru- 
ing from breaking up these “Unions ’ just 
about the time they are strong enough to 
repel invasion, carry on war, or establish 
commercial relations. It is true, however, 
and a rare admission from Jeff — a hint to 
Georgia that if she doesn t like the conscrip- 
tion she had better, or one of these “Unions' 
(to-wit: C. S. A.) will, to establish com- 
mercial relations — t. e., coerce the rebell- 
ious State 

Jeff says that instead of setting forth the 
constitutionality of the act, he would have 
very little difficulty in establishing that 
“the passage of the law was not only nec- 
essary, but absolutely indispensable." 
Well, that now is more in character. If 
the law is indispensable, drive ahead, and 
don t stay to bother about the farce of a 
Constitution. 

After his rebellion against the Federal 
Constitution, all the talk about respect for 
the Confederate Constitution is nonsense. 
It is as ridiculous as the fellow who, hav 
ing killed his mother and father, replied to 
the question of the court if he had any- 
thing to say in his defense, that he “hoped 
his honor would have mercy upon a poor 
orphan." Jeff should have stuck to the 
“not only necessary, but absolutely indis- 
pensable" — a convenient excuse for every- 
thing. 

In the course of this letter he lets out 
some more facts, which we commend to all 
who believe in a peaceable dissolution of 
the Union, and a kind of millennium, 
wherein the lion of the C. 8. A. was to lie 
down with the lamb of U. 8. It will be 
seen that Jeff is of opinion that there can 
be no permanent peace, and when that 
peaoeful lying down comes, as Sydney 
Smith once said, “the lamb will be inside 
of the lion.’ 

What prospect of peace could there 
be, and what prospect could we have, 
when the rebel President contemplates | 
‘•offensive war" at some future period, pro- 
vided the rebellion succeed? Individuals 
or nations who go almut looking for a fight 
always find it. 11c says: 

At some future day, after our independ- 
ence shall have been established, it is no 
improbable supposition that our present en- 
emy may be tempted to abuse his moral 
power by depredations on our commerce, 
and that we may be compelled to assert our 
rights by offensive war. How is this to be 
carried on? Of what is the army to be 
composed ' If this Government cannot call 



on its arm-bearing population more than as 
militia, and if the militia can only be called 
forth to repel invasion, we should be utter- 
ly helpless to vindicate our honor or pro- 
tect our rights. War has been well styled 
“the terrible litigation of nations." Have 
we so formed our Government that in this 
litigation we may never be plaintiff ? Sure- 
ly this cannot have been the intention of 
the framers of our compact. 

It is clear enough that it is the opinion 
of Davis that the two sections, ss two na- 
tions, cannot exist in peace. It is a truth 
too plain to be denied ; but we wish he had 
told the Southern people sooner. There will 
always be causes of irritation to exasperate 
and inflame, and the arguments of Davis go 
to favor the means of establishing a mili- 
tary despotism. We might expect it. If 
the Union was broken up, we might expet 
one or two military powers continually 
waring until they again unite under some 
bloody dictator, who would make peace be- 
tween them by crushing them both under 
foot. 



•fe^The suggestion in speeches made by 
Vnllandigbam and Medary, at Columbus, 
Ohio, that in thirty days the loyal States 
would be asked by our Government to 
acknowledge the independence of the 
Southern Confederacy, created a good deal 
of talk yesterday. We give the remarks of 
Medary; those of Vallandigham are more 
indefinite, thus: 

Talk to me about sympathising with Dis- 
union, with treason and with traitors! I 
tell you, men of Ohio, that in six months, 
in three months, in six weeks it may be, 
these very men and their masters in Wash- 
ington, whose bidding they do, will be the 
advocates of the eternal dissolution of the 
Union, and denounce all who oppose it as 
enemies to the peace of the country. For- 
eign intervention, and the repeated and 
most serious disasters which have lately 
befallen our arms, will speedily force the issue 
of separation and Southern independence — 
Disunion — or qf Union by negotiation and com- 
promise. Between these two 1 am — and I 
here publicly proclaim it — for the Union, 
the whole Union, and nothing lesB, if, by 
any possibility, I can have it; if not, then 
for so much of it as can yet be rescued and 
preserved; and in any event, and under all cir- 
cumstances, for the Union which God ordained, 
of the Mississippi Valley and all which may 
eking to it, under the old name, the old Con- 
stitution and the old flag, with all their 
precious memories, with the battle-fields of 
the psfet, and the songs and the proud his- 
tory of the past — with the birth place and 
burial place of Washington, the founder, 
and Jackson, the preserver of the Constitu- 
tion as it is and of the Union as it was. 
[Great applause.] 

This is all bosh, and savors more of par- 
tisan slang than reality. As far, however, 
as it concerns the sentiments of the radical 
Republicans, the suggestion is true. Like 
the Secessionists, they believe in the irre- 
pressible conflict — that free and slave 
States can’t live together. 

The Administration, however, are not go- 
ing to commit suicide, politically and per- 
sonally, by even tolerating such a sugges- 
tion. Let these Northern rebels show their 
hands now, and let the country understand 
them. They can only create a temporary 
embarrassment; and then the Union men 
can do far better without them than with 
them. Let them and the Secessionists join 
forces, put the negroes in front, a la Stev- 
ens, and we shall soon settle the question. 



|£h_3ome evil-disposed person, who signs 
himself “A Voter," is poking fun at Oliver 
H. Strattan, who is a candidate for re-elec- 
tion to the office of City Clerk. “ A 
Voter sets forth twelve reasons why Mr. 
Strattan should be re-elected, and banks 
enormously upon the exploits he has done. 
He makes the said Oliver a great public 
benefactor. One reason given for his re- 
elec tiou is, that he has been, for twelve 
years, holding similar offices in our city, and 
was the first clerk of the City Council at 
$200 per year, and that in bowldering 
High street he saved the city $5,000 !

Affairs at Memphis. 

A special dispatch to the Chicago Tri- 
bune, dated Memphis, July 7, contains the 
following: 

Col. Ilillyer issued a special order this 
morning thut if any proprietor or occupant 
of any building shall display a treasonable 
flAg or other emblem intended as an insult 
to the Federal army or loyal citizens, the 
Provost Marshal shall take possession of 
such building, remove occupants and con- 
vert the same to hospital or other govern- 
ment uses. 

A colored mail carrier was arrested yes- 
terday and a large number of letters to 
parties in the city were taken from him, 
fastening treasonable correspondence upon 
several citizens, who will be looked after. 
The negro tried to escape, but was caught. 
Mrs. Galloway, wife of the late Memphian 
postmaster Galloway, was arrested yester- 
day for carrying on treasonable correspond- 
ence with the rebels. Several letters from 
men in the army to persons here were found, 
also letters addressed to rebel officers were 
found ip her house. In accordance with 
the late military order, preparations were 
immediately made to put her outside of the 
Federal lines. Should she returu she will 
be treated as a spy. Galloway was the 
editor of the Avalanche and an efficiently 
dangerous man. When he departed he left 
Mrs. Galloway as a spy and correspondent. 
Her splendid house will probably be turned 
over to the military fora hospital, or other 
purposes. Mrs. Galloway was to have left 
the city last evening for Jeff. Thompson's 
lines. 

Gen. Grant, on Saturday, received a letter 
from Jeff. Thompson by the hand of a re- 
turned Federal prisoner. The letter stated 
that the soldier was good for nothing, and 
Jeff, wanted a good for nothing rebel in ex- 
change. 

It was rumored at Grenada, the day 
before our informant left, that Price was 
somewhere on the Mississippi Central Rail- 
road, between Grenada and Grand Junc- 
tion, and would retake Memphis. 

On Saturday, Jeff. Thompson was at Sen- 
atoba, forty miles from Memphis, from 
which point the informant had to walk. He 
(Thompson) was busily engaged with his 
whole force trying to prevent persona from 
coming toward Memphis. Nearly all the 
government stores had been moved from 
Grenada.

— John L. Scott, the Union 
nominee for the office of Commonwealth's 
Attorney in the Eighth Judicial District, 
composed of the counties of Franklin, 
Grant, Henry, Owen, Gallatin, Boone, Car- 
roll, and Trimble, will address the people of 
these counties at such times and places as 
they may think proper to designate up to 
the Saturday before the August election. 

He will speak at a barbecue at Bald 
Knob, in Franklin county, on Saturday, 
July 12, 1862. 

At Williamstown, in Grant county, on 
Monday, July 14, 1862 (that being County 
Court day). 

At Cedar Lock, in Henry county, at a 
barbecue, on Saturday, July 26, 1802. 

Disinherited.— The Wheeling Intelli- 
gencer states that Mr. G. W. Rives, son of 
Wm. C. Rives, of Virginia, passed through 
that city on Monday evening, en route for 
Washington city. Mr. Rives has resided 
for some years in the State of Illinois, and 
when the war broke out he became a very 
prominent opponent of the rebellion. In 
| consequence of this he recently received a 
letter from his father, who is quite wealthy, 
announcing that he had disinherited the 
son, for the reason that he had determined 
that no traitor and Abolitionist should ever 
have the benefit of his wealth. This in- 
formation is derived from the younger Mr. 
Rives’ own lips. 

W&,We made mention a few days since 
of a fight at Harrodsburg, Kentucky, be- 
tween a lot of Union men and Secession- 
ists. We have received a letter stating that 
such was not the case. A fight occurred 
between two Union men, a Mr. Strange, of 
Maxville, and a Mr. Hale, of Harrodsburg. 
Four shots were fired. Strange received a 
fatal shot, which resulted in hisdeath. The 
other received no injury, and was arrested, 
tried, and held to bail to answer the charge 
preferred against him. The difficulty grew 
out of a money transaction and not poli- 
tics. 

Atrocious Murder. — A man named 
William Hopps, living two miles west of 
Wheeling, Lake county, Ind., coldly and in- 
humanly butchered his own wife with a 
jack-knife on Monday night last. The 
crime was one of the most deliberate and 
atrocious ones we have ever heard of. 
Hopps was duly sober, perfectly sane, and 
boldly averred that he had contemplated 
the deed for ten years. He literally hacked 
his victim to pieces. 

England's Pet Ship. — We read the fol- 
lowing statement in the London Daily News. 
“A number of sailors paid off at Plymouth 
have gone to their homes at Queenstown 
and the surrounding localities by the War- 
rior They represent her as a most uncom- 
fortable vessel at sea in bad weather. She 
not only ships seas fast, but leaks copiously 
through her ports, and leaves scarcely a 
dry article to the men on the main deck."

Prom Gen. McClellan’s Army. 

I Correspondence of N. Y. World. | 

Fortress Monroe, July 5. 

All the accounts from Gen. McClellan’s 
army are of the most encouraging charac- 
ter. It is believed that the rebel army has 
abandoned the idea of inflicting further in- 
jury on General McClellan since the battle 
of Tuesday, and is now in precipitate re- 
treat to Richmond. It is thought by some 
that they fear a sudden attack by General 
Pope on their rear before they regain their 
old position of defense before the city. In- 
deed, it was reported on Thursday that 
heavy cannonading had been heard in a 
northeasterly direction from General Mc- 
Clellan's position, and there were some san- 
guine people who hoped that General Pope 
was coming upon the rear of the Confed- 
erate army and was ready to capture it en- 
tire and put an end to the rebellion. Gen. 
McClellan yesterday advanced his army 
six miles, and found clear ground, with no 
formidable indications of the presence of the 
enemy. His front has been changed toward 
Richmond and his furthest advance post is 
now within twenty-five miles of the Con- 
federate capital. The gunboats completely 
protect him. They accompanied his advance 
yesterday, shelling the woods on either side 
and scattering every vestage of animated 
secesh that might loiter in the vicinity. 
Our army has received many re-enforce- 
ments. The river is filled with transports 
loaded with supplies, and the landing 
places extend for three miles on the river. 
Our soldiers have felt the result of their 
three days’ rest in recuperated energy, in 
buoyant spirits, and in eagerness to renew 
the conflict which shall finally give them 
possession of the rebel capital. The army 
i9 flanked on the right by the lswer end of 
White Oak Swamp, and on the left most ef- 
fectually by the James river and the gun- 
boats. There was a rain storm all day 
Wednesday and part of Thursday, which 
was intensely disagreeable to all, but lat- 
terly the weather hag been pleasant, and 
everything looks bright and hopeful. The 
supplies that have been landed of good food 
and coffee and sugar have been very ac- 
ceptable to the tired and hungry troops. 

The enemy, on Thursday morning, at 
about nine o'clock, commenced an attack 
with cavalry, artillery and infantry, on 
the rear of the army, and it was feared that 
another heavy engagement was about to 
take place. The whole army was immedi- 
ately drawn up in line of battle. By a 
reconuoissance, however, it was discovered 
that the attacking force was not very con- 
siderable, and Gen. Davidson, with his 
brigade, was ordered to attempt to cut them 
off and capture or disperse them. He suc- 
ceeded in taking a number of prisoners 
and six guns. The rest sought safety by 
skedaddling, and were pursued by our 
troops four or five miles, with much loss. 
The first firing was into the woods in front 
of the lines of the army, as the rebels evi- 
dently supposed that we were occupying 
the woods in force. 

The Monitor, Galena, Naugatuck, and the 
residue of the gunboats threw a large quan- 
tity of shot and shell over our army into 
the woods and beyond them, making any 
position in the vicinity very unpleasant to 
rebel occupants. The enemy, however, con- 
tinued casual firing until four o'clock in 
the afternoon, when' the bold dash of Gen. 
Davidson and the general ineligibility of 
the place caused them to retreat. 

The anniversary of the nation’s inde- 
pendence was celebrated by the army ap- 
propriately. The following exercises were 
ordered for the day by Gen. McClellan : 

“A national salute an noon at the head- 
quarters of each army corps ; immediately 
thereafter bands to play appropriate na- 
tional airs. 

“The General Commanding will visit the 
troops during the afternoon, when the 
troops will be paraded, and a Major Gen- 
eral’ s salute fired in each corps. 

“Hereaft er the usual calls may be sounded 
and the bands be permitted to play.” 

General McClellan reviewed the troops 
in the afternoon as announced, and was re- 
ceived with the most enthusiastic cheering 
all along the lines. The soldiers have the 
most unlimited confidence in their general's 
military capacity. They express no appre- 
hensions for the future under his command. 
They do not consider their retreat a defeat, 
but believe that it is a part of McClellan’s 
plan. They do not believe that their lead- 
er has made a movement that was not jus- 
tified by sound military policy. They think 
that tfre capture of Richmond will come in 
good time in accordance with McClellan's 
plans, and are anxious to he led whenever 
he gives the word to do their part toward 
that result; so tiie troops, of course, cheered 
their young commander as he rode along 
the lines. As he' passed on he made a few 
remarks to them, thanking them for their 
gallant conduct, encouraging them for the 
future, and telling them that their labors 
were not yet over. 

The advance of six miles, as I stated, has 
changed the front of the army towards 
Richmond. Gen. Sumner’s corps, which 
previously lay on the banks of the river, 
has been advanced two miles. The divisions 
of Generals Franklin, Keys and Heintzel- 
nan have been moved back on the road 
and face outward. There is considerable 
difference of opinion as to the capture of 
Richmond from this position. It would 
look to be a tedious operation, requiring 
great force, but with the help of the gun- 
boats might not be so difficult as it seems. 
There are many that think a general ad- 
vance towards Richmond is not improbable 
at no distant day. Richmond papers claim 
a victory in the eight days’ fight on the 
peninsula, although they acknowledge the 
loss of thirty thousand men. The death of 
Stonewall Jackson is positively denied, and 
he is said to be now in command of the 
left bank of the Chickahominy.

During the past six days our losses in 
killed, wounded, and missing have been 
fearful. Each day there has been a battle. 
It is not my intention now to go iuto the 
details, for these have already been given 
in the Herald. There is this consolation, 
that in each engagement we have come off 
victorious, and that the surety of getting 
into Richmond is now tenfold greater than 
it was a week ago. Our losses have sad- 
dened, but not discouraged. Our men en- 
listed in the war expecting to fight, expect- 
ing losses; they have fought, and they will 
continue to fight till the enemy are beaten 
and confess the victory, till the rebellion is 
cleanly wiped out and the Union restored. 
They will do all this. What can they do 
more? Confidence in General McClellan is 
increased by the recent battles, and this is 
saying everything. What more can be 
said? A few days will reveal the wisdom 
of General McClellan's plan, and that chang- 
ing the base of operations was the only 
plan to be adopted, carrying with it a guar- 
antee of success. 

I have but just now learned that the brave 
Col. Woodbury, of the Fourth Michigan Reg- 
iment, is no more. He fell, as he wished to 
fall, at the head of bis regiment. His last 
words were: “On, my brave boys!” A more 
fearless, gullant officer was not in the ser- 
vice. This regiment has been terribly cut 
up — fifty-three killed, one hundred and fif- 
ty-eight wounded, and thirty-three miss- 
ing. Among the officers killed was Capt. 
Rose, Company A, who was specially com- 
plimented by Gen. McClellan for his gal- 
lantry at New Bridge. He was formerly 
Principal of the Union Academy, at Mon- 
roe, Michigan. In his company was a 
large number of his former pupils, eleven 
of whom are among the list of killed and 
wounded. Capt. DePue, a talented young 
lawyer, is among the killed. He was as 
brave as he was talented, and aB much be- 
loved by his men as he was brave. Among 
the wounded are Adjutant Earle and Capt. 



Spaulding — the latter erroneously reported 
killed. Both these gallant officers left to- 
day on recruitiug service. They say they 
will return within thirty days with the 
complement of the regiment restored. 

Colonel McQuade, I am glad to know, ea- 
saped unharmed, although in the thickest 
of all the fight. He is temporarily prostrat- 
ed by sickne88from fatigue and exposures, 
but in a few days will be able to join his 
regiment. This regiment, too, was most 
badly cut up, having lost over two hundred 
men. Dr. Churchill, surgeou, was taken 
prisoner while taking care of the wound- 
ed, as also was Dr. Chamberlain, assistant 
surgeon of the Fourth Michigan, who pre- 
ferred captureto leaving his wounded men. 

The Ninth Massachusetts regiment has 
suffered the severest loss of any regiment 
in the division. Their loss swells up to 
nearly half the regiment. Colonel Cass, 
their brave leader, who was shot in the 
head, is still hovering on the brink of the 
grave; but the probabilities are now that he 
will recover. He was suffering from a se- 
vere attack of sickness wheu he went into 
action; but he was very unwilling to let 
his men fight without sharing the dangers 
of battle with them. And, then, thYre is 
the Sixty-second Pennsylvania regiment, of 
the same brigade. This has suffered se- 
verely, likewise, with the other regiments 
in General Griffin's brigade. The fact is, 
there are not men enough left in the brig- 
ade to make two good regiments. And in all 
the dangers they passed through General 
Griffin was foremost. 

Too much praise cannot be given to Gen. 
Uutterfield for gallantry. He periled his 
life repeatedly. Once he rode forward close 
upon the enemy and planted the colors of 
the Forty-fourth regiment with his own 
hands, which had been stricken down. 
Two balls passed through his hat. Young 
Fisher, his aid, was shot dead while riding 
by his side. His entire brigade suffered 
severely, having lost forty-five per cent, of 
men, ineluding Colonels Stockton and 
McLean. Prince de Joinville wasso pleased 
with the action of General Butterfield on the 
field that, on retiring from the army, he 
presented him with his horse. Loss in like 
proportion befel General Martindale’s brig- 
ade. In fact, General Morell’s division has 
suffered greatly; but in suffering it has 
shown the stuff it was made of. Captain 
Auchmety and Lieutenant Williams, of 
General Morell's staff, each had a horse 
shot under him. Lieutenant Bachelder 
displayed great gallantry and coolness in 
the care of his ammunition train, and pre- 
venting it from falling into the hands of 
the enemy.

REBELS CONCENTRATING AT GRAHAMS- 
VILLK, S. C.— POET ROYAL TO BE AT- 
TACKED. 

Hilton Hiad, Wednesday, July 2. 

Something of a flurry was caused hereon 
Monday evening by reports, received from 
General Brannan, that the enemy, in force 
variously estimated from two thousand to 
four thousand, had collected at Grahams- 
ville on the mainland, about two miles in 
the rear of Port Royal Ferry, and were pre- 
paring to cross the creek for an attack upon 
Beaufort. It was understood that General 
Hunter immediately made a request to Com- 
modore Dupont that a gunboat should be 
sent up Broad river and Whale Branch to 
operate round Port Royal Island, and de- 
stroy any rafts or boats which the enemy 
might have prepared in the many small 
creeks and inlets permeating this swampy 
ground. An expedition is alBO about being 
fitted out, consisting of life-boats and 
launches, for the purpose of thoroughly 
scouring all the shallow waters in the 
vicinity of Port Royal Island, and destroy- 
ing any preparations the enemy may be 
making for an attack. 

GENERAL HUNTER PREPARING TO MEET THK 
ENEMY. 

It is believed by some here that, having 
become aware of the abandonment of James’ 
Island, and with it the immediate prospect 
of an attack upon Charleston, the rebels 
now seriously contemplate a concentration 
of their forces in and around Grahamsville, 
where the creek dividing the islaud on 
which our soldiers are stationed from the 
mainland is narrowest. Acting upon this 
faith, Gen. Hunter is reported to be now 
making preparations for immediately cross- 
ing over at Port Royal Ferry with such 
forces as he can collect from those with- 
drawn from James’ island, iu order to give 
the enemy battle before they can fortify 
Grahamsville, or collect there any such 
sufficient force as to be seriously threaten- 
ing. 

1 think, however, from my best means of 
information, that the affair will end in 
smoke, the Confederates probably having 
made this demonstration in order to divert 
the attention of our troops from their ope- 
rations looking toward the reduction of 
Charleston. This view is confirmed by the 
fact that within the pa9t week strong re- 
connoitering parties of rebels have pene- 
trated down the Savannah river toward 
Fort Pulaski aud the adjacent islands — one 
company of the Forty-eighth New York, on 
picket duty at Daufuskie, having counted, 
on Sunday night last, as many as twenty- 
five camp fires in the direction of our aban- 
doned batteries at Rird and Venus Points. 

HARASSING THE SEACOA9T. 

General Hunter, I am informed, is mak- 
ing preparations, in conjunction with the 
naval forces under Commodore Dupont, for 
a series of boat and gunboat expeditions, to 
harass the whole seacoast of Georgia and 
South Carolina, seizing every town and vil- 
lage accessible by water communication, 
and establishing thereat posts which will 
remain until a superior force of the enemy 
shall make retreat necessary. In this man- 
ner it is hoped that all loyal slaves of rebel 
masters within our reach may be afforded 
an opportunity of taking the benefit of the 
confiscation act, should that much-needed 
measure receive the sanction of President. 
This course will also have the effect of com- 
pelling the rebels to keep an army of observ- 
ation along the coast three or four times 
outnumbering the strength of General Hun- 
ter's command; for, with the quick facili- 
ties of water transit, 500 men can keep 
5,000 busy in guarding any line to which 
gunboats or ship-launches, carrying how- 
itzers, can have access. 

REBEL DESIGNS AGAINST FORT PULA9KI. 

As for any rebel demonstrations in the 
vicinity of Fort Pulaski, they merit little 
attention — the swampy character of the 
country, intersected by innumerable creekB 
rendering it almost wholly impossible that 
any ordnance sufficient to reduce the fort 
should be transported to thebanksof Laza- 
retto Creek from Savannah. The demon- 
stration now being made as if to reconnoiter 
the works for a second bombardment are 
doubtless only a part of the scheme for di- 
verting attention from Charleston. Briga- 
dier General Alfred II. Terry, of Connecti- 
cut, who is in command at Hilton Head and 
Pulaski, is confident of his abundant ability 
to repel any attack with the garrison now 
under his command. 

Barbecue at Bald Knob. — There will be 
a grand Union barbecue at Bald Knob next 
Saturday, the 12th instant, to which every- 
body is invited. Capt. Hutchison will roast 
a flock of sheep, and have burgoo enough 
for everybody that may attend. 

John L- Scott, the Union nominee for 
Commonwealth’s Attorney in the Eighth 
Judicial District, and other Union candi- 
dates, will address the people. 

Let us have a grand turn out. Bald Knob 
has returned to loyally, and her people are 
determined to stand by the Union at all 
hazards. 

We hope our friends in all the precincts 
will imitate this example of Bald Knob, and 
have meetings and barbecues In all of them. 
They strengthen loyalty and weaken trea- 
son, and do good generally. — Frankfort 
Commonwealth, 9th.

Washington, July 9. 

Advices from military authorities of New 
Y ork, indicate that the quota of that State 
is likely to be raised by volunteering. 

A majority of army officers give their 
opinion against drafting, believing that 
with the well known home officers, all the 
men wanted will he forthcoming. The 
State authorities have, therefore, concluded 
not to draft at present. 

The N. Y. Post says President Lincoln 
has declared the statement that he had in- 
terfered with General McClellan's plans, 
entirely false, of which he ha 9 written evi- 
dence. 

Startling reports are to-day abroad. Fresh 
discoveries of treason on the part of recent 
leagues, conspiring to overturn the Gov- 
ernment, or bring about peace by recog- 
nition of the Southern Confederacy. Noth- 
ing definite can be made public. 

Philadelphia, July 10. 

The special correspondence of Forney’s 
Press, dated U. S. steam sloop Brooklyn, 
June 28th, says all handa were called early 
this morning to attack the batteries ami 
city of Vicksburg. The first gun fired 
was at one o'clock. The firing was intense. 

The Hartford, Richmond and gunboats 
have passed the batteries and city without 
silencing them. The Brooklyn received 
orders not to pass a battery without silenc- 
ing it and she remains below. The loss on 
the Hartford was one man killed and eleven 
wounded; on the Richmond the master s 
mate killed and six wounded.

Washington, July 9. 

We learn from Warrenton that a recon- 
noissance was made on Tuesday, by the 
First Maine Cavalry, a9 far as Waterloo, 
on the Rappahannock. Two or three miles 
from the river they descried a regiment of 
rebel cavalry in the distance, who made no 
effort to dispute the passage of the stream. 
Our pickets now extend to within two miles 
of Warrenton Springs. 

Gen. Lew Wallace was serenaded last 
night in Washington. In his little speech 
he spoke strongly of employing and arming 
slaves, and for quartering upon the enemy 
instead of guarding his property. 

A prominent citizen of Middleton was 
arrested yesterday, carrying a rebel mail 
from Winchester to Richmond. He con- 
fesses daily communication is had with 
Richmond from nearly all the towns in the 
valley. 

The cases of Vallandigham have been re- 
ported back by the committee, with the 
recommendation that they lie upon the 
table. No evidence being submitted with 
them, and no directions to inquire into the 
facts being given by the House, the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary could not do otherwise. 

Fortress Monroe, July 7. 

The steamer Juniata, while on her way 
to Harrison s Landing yesterday, and with- 
in about four miles of that place, was fired 
into by the rebels, and one man injured, 
but none killed. The firing was from six 
field pieces, on the opposite side of the 
river, a little below the Federal army. The 
steamer wa9 aground at the time. Our gun- 
boats went down and drove off the rebels. 
A recon uoitering party was sent out yes- 
terday aud found the rebel pickets within 
one mile of ours, which leads to the opinion 
that another battle is at hand. 

Breastworks are being thrown up at 
Hampton about two and a half miles from 
Fort Monroe, by our forces encamped at 
that place. The work is progressing vigor- 
ously. 

Thermometer 90 this evening, July 8th. 

Gen. Burnside ha9 arrived here; is look- 
ing well, and appears in fine spirits. 

President Lincoln arrived here at an early 
hour this morning, accompanied by several 
officers — among them one believed to be 
Halleck — had a short interview with Gen. 
Burnside, and then proceeded up the James 
river. Flag-officer Wilkes arrived here 
this morning, and many rumors are afloat 
as to the object of his visit. 

The Tenth New York regiment, which 
ha9 been reported as badly cut to pieces, 
had only 9 killed, 44 wounded and 30 miss- 
ing. There are many who in various ways 
got separated from their regiments now re- 
turning daily, thus greatly diminishing the 
numbers who have been reported lost. 

There have been two or three arTests 
here this morning among the sutlers and 
civilians who had received orders to leave 
and had disregarded them. The fortifica- 
tions at Yorktown are being putin perfect 
order.

Washington, July 9. 

An important manifesto, in the shape of a 
proclamation from the President, defining 
the future policy of the Administration on 
the great question of the hour, is not im- 
probable at an early day. Mr. Lincoln has 
been waited on by several Senators and 
members of the House, and will be visited 
by a large delegation to-morrow, should he 
be able to receive them, urging him to is- 
sue a proclamation in the tenor of the bill 
reported in the Senate to-day, requiring 
the Generals commanding Departments to 
accept the services of all persons coming 
within our lines. 

The debate in the Senate to-day merely 
paves the way for the assumption of this 
policy, which creates no unavoidable sensa- 
tion. 

Gen. O. M. Mitchell is about to take an 
important part in the campaign in Virginia. 
He has been assigned to a command under 
General Pope, and will take charge of it as 
soon as he returns from a short visit to 
West Point and Albany.

Washington, July 9. 

The mission of Reverdy Johnston to New 
Orleans is with a view to settle all claims, 
and to pass all laws and regulations refer- 
ring to the relations between the foreigners 
and the civil authorities of New Orleans. 
It is even surmised that he will gradually 
absorb all the civil powers now entrusted 
into the hands of General Butler, who will 
retain the military command in the place.

Washington, July 9. 

Evidences have reached the Government 
of a well planned rebel conspiracy of a 
most extended character, which was to have 
burst upon the country simultaneously with 
the battles at Richmond. The rebel leaders 
confidently relied on shaking off McClellan 
and annihilating hie army by their superitfr 
numbers, and this success was to be imme- 
diately followed by a rising in Tennessee, 
Kentucky, and Maryland, and the advance 
of Jeff Davis upon Washington in the midst 
of the confusion. The families af rebel 
officers, who are living in Kentucky, while 
their heads are in opposition at Richmond, 
were fhlly informed of the scheme, and boldly 
and imprudently let it ont. The facts were 
communicated to the War Department and

In the great multiplicity of facts which 
it was necessary to crowd in my letter 
printed this morning. I finJ 1 have over- 
looked one or two items of importance. 
First as to the siege guns. I never saw, 
and never saw any one who did see, any 
other siege guns in the army of the Poo- 
mac than eight or ten long eighty-pound 
Parrotts. These were mounted in battery 
on the extreme right of the army, and all 
day, Friday, June 27, did splendid work in 
shelling the rebels across the Chickahom- 
iny. These guns were all saved. I saw 
the whole of them late on Hnnday after- 
noon, five miles across the White Oak 
Swamp bridge, on ground which the enemy 
did not nold for forty-eight hours after- 
wards. They were rapidly proceeding 
towards the Janies river. Your readers 
may rely upon the safety of these guns. 

Then as to wounded relaiives of people 
in the North, eeery battle-field and hospi- 
tal which was formed for the reception of its 
wounded during the retreat is in possession 
of the enemy. If a soldier was killed his 
body now lies on rebel ground. If be was 
wounded in such a way that he could not 
walk, there being no ambulances to remove 
any wounded men, he, of course, fell into 
the hands of the enemy. If he were wounded 
so that he could walk without help, or by 
the aid of a crutch, or by leaning on t 
friend's shoulder, even though his weak- 
ness compelled him to rest at every half 
mile, his safety may be relied upon. The 
army, ia the aggregate, marched very slow- 
ly — »ut ten miles in twenty-four hours — 
and these wounded men came straggling to 
the hospital boats at Harrison’s House dur- 
ing all my stay there, and no doubt they 
are straggling in still. From the nature of 
the wound the safety of the men can be as- 
certained. As to well men, the mails will 
soon be opened, and they, of coarse, at the 
first opportunity, will bring home letters 
telling their whereabouts. 

Every regiment in the army, with scarce- 
ly an exception, was engaged in one or 
another of the week s battles, and all did 
bravely. The troops have the most perfect 
confidence in their generals, and they all 
deserve it; for a braver 9et of officers never 
commanded an army. The men almost 
worship McClellan, and would do even im- 
possibilities if he commanded them. 

The troops, too, are united in sentiment 
on one other point: a firm belief in the in- 
utility of Congressional criticism and cen- 
sure of McClellan's acts. When they are 
doing their best they cannot hear to be 
told that they could do better were they 
only to try. 

Pennsylvania troops, too, have at last 
wrung from unwilling pens in rival States 
a tardy acknowledgment of merit. The 
glorious conduct of the Reserves; the heroic 
bravery of every other Keystone regiment, 
and the sacrifice of life among their field 
officers, made without murmur or shudder, 
have immortalised the State whose sons 
were more numerous in the army than those 
of any othercommonwealth. Pennsylvania, 
first in the Revolution to send her troops to 
resist invasion, has, in this second revolu- 
tion, founded on such unholy principles, 
proved how deeply lies the patriotism of 
her people. She has conquered prejudice, 
and may now rest secure upon her merits.

The Return of the French Princes. 

The Washington Intelligencer contains 
the following: 

It i9 known toour readers that the Prince 
de Joinville, the Due de Chartres and the 
Comte de Paris, of whom the two last 
named were lately connected with the staff 
of General McClellan, have withdrawn 
from the 9cene of the pending militarv op- 
erations in Virginia, and are about to em- 
bark for Europe. 

As the announcement of this fact has 
been accompanied, in certain quarters, with 
‘‘explanations of the most suppositious 
character, it may be proper to state, as we 
are able to do in the most positive terms, 
that this return to Europe of these distin- 
guished guests. who have until lately formed 
a part ofGen. McClellan's military family, is 
in pursuance of a purpose formed several 
weeks ago, and postponed at much incon- 
venience, only from their anxiety to “assist 
at the impending battles before Richmond. 
All representations which aliege that they 
have withdrawn from the United States 
contrary to their original intentions, under 
apprehensions of a foreign intervention, or, 
as others have feigned, in disgust at the 
imputed “inefficiency" of General McClel- 
lan, are wholly without foundation. On 
their return to this city from the army of 
General McClellan they expressed, in the 
warmest terms, their admiration of that 
officer's military conduct, and of the heroic 
bearing of hi9 devoted troops. They found 
nothing to deplore in the campaign on the 
Peninsula except that General McClellan 
should have been left without re-enforce- 
ments, which were seen to be necessary in 
view of the forces massed against him from 
all parts of the South.
